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NEW YORK’S CAR 


SALES GAIN 13%, 


Set Record te 1929 


Despite Drop in 
December 


EW YORK, Feb. 7.—Registra- 
tions of new passenger cars in 
the state of New York in 1929 


reached the record-breaking total 

of 332,445, as compared with 292,- 

263 in 1928, an increase of 40,182 

units, equivalent to 13 per cent., 

according to complete returns 
from all counties in the state. 

The increase in this state over 
1928 was considerably cut by the 
decline in sales in December, a fall- 
ing off that was more severe than 
in most parts of the country. This 
drop was accounted for to some ex- 
tent by the collapse in the stock 
market that occurred in November. 

The December sales. as indicated 
by the actual registrations, amount- 
ed to 5,862, as against 10,130 in the 
corresponding month of 1928, a loss 
of 4,268, equal to 42 per cent. The 
decline from November, 1929, was 
even more severe, the registrations 
in that month having amounted to 
13,468. 

But despite this market upset, 
small gains over 1928 were made by 
several makes of cars, including an 
increase of 36 units by Chevrolet. 
Sales of Pierce-Arrow, a high-priced 
unit that might be expected to be| 
affected by the stock market crash, | 
increased from 43 in Decemper, | 
1928, to 52 in December, 1929, for a 


gain of nine. Peerless sales also 
increased. gaining seven units from 
31 to 38. 


An interesting fact in regard to 
the December business was Buick’s 
position as the second best seller 
for the month, being exceeded only 
by Ford. Buick, however, is a 
notable seller in this state. In the 
standing for the full year, how- 
ever, second place went to Chevro- 
let by a large margin. 

Out of the twenty leading sellers 
in the state for the entire year, eight 
makes of cars registered increases | 
over 1928, the bulk of the gain, how- | 
ever, being chalked up by Ford, 
with sales of 76,030 units in 1929, as 
against 27,189 in 1928, an increase | 
of 48,841. This was due largely to 
the fact that Ford was not in full¢ 
production in all of 1928. : 

The other makes to show in- 

for the year were Essex, 
Hudson, 1,581; Oldsmobile, 
2,581; Packard, 21; Plymouth, 4,427; 
Graham-Paige, 326, and De Soto, | 
4,431. The large gains by Plymouth 
and De Soto were due, of course, 
partly to the fact that these two 
cars were not in production 
throughout 1928. The increases by 
both the Hudson and Essex were 
notable, as was the gain by Graham- 
Paige, although small. 

Some interesting changes in the 
rank of the leading makes were 
made during 1929. Ford, of course, 
went back into first place, which 
was held in 1928 by Chevrolet. | 
Buick remained in third place, al- 
though by a smaller margin than 
in 1928. Nash held fourth place | 
in 1928, but gave way last year to | 
Essex, which climbed to this posi- 
tion from sixth. 

Fifth place in 1928 went to Chrys- 
ler, which finished 1929 in eighth | 
position. This is not a true picture | 
of sales of the Chrysler Corporation | 
in this state, however. This is due| 
to the fact that the De Soto and)} 
Plymouth replaced some of the 
Chrysler units and the large gains | 
made by these two units of the)

traordinariiy expeditious and rapid 
transportation, and any commodity 
which such Class B carrier may 
have held in storage in a warehouse 
owned or controlled by such car- 
rier for at least five days prior to 
the beginning of such transporta- 
tion and at a rate not less than 
that charged by Class A carriers 
rendering service over said route.” 

The original order allowed Class 
B carriers to charge one and one- 
half times the rate of Class A car- 
riers over the same route. 

Final settlement of the cases 
opened the way for action on 100 or 
more applications for permits to op- 
erate as Class B carriers, which 
were held up pending action of the 
test. Hearings on these applica- 
tions were set for February 24. De- 
posit of $100 was received with each. 

The new schedule of charges for 
motor freight carriers is incorpo- 
rated in a law passed by the State 
Legislature in 1929, and increases 
almost fourfold the state income 
from this type of public utility.

EW YORK, Feb. 7.—Forma- 
tion of the General Motors 
Management Corporation by ex- 
ecutives of the General Motors 
Corporation for the purpose of 
purchasing 1,375,000 shares of 
common stock of-the latter at $40 
a share has been authorized by 
the board of directors and will be 
voted on by stockholders at a2 
special meeting on March 5, it 
was announced today by Alfred 

P. Sloan, Jr., president. 

The capitalization of the new ex- 
ecutive company will be $55,000,000, 
which will include $5,000,000 of com- 
mon stock, to be sold, and an issue 
of $50,000,000 in seven-year serial 
bonds. This will provide the $55.- 
090,000 necessary to acquire the 
1,375,000 shares of stock 

The corporation announced it had 
purchased the shares in the open 
market the past two years at am 
average price substantially below 
the $40 a share at which it will be 
sold to the executives. The present 
market price is around $44. 

This proposed corporation is to 
take the place of Managers Securi- 
ties Company, which was formed in 
1923 for the purpose of interesting 
men then occupying important 
managerial positions in becoming 
partners with the stockholders of 
| the corporation. 
| While the original Managers 
| Securities Plan was not to have ex- 
| pired until December 31, 1930, the 
| directors felt it desirable and oppor- 
tune to institute a second plan at 
an earlier date so as to have it 
effective in the current year, thereby 
stimulating the interest and promot- 
ing the effectiveness of the widen- 
ing circle of executives, including 


| many of the younger men who in 


the natural course of events, are 
being called upon to assume greater 
and greater responsibilities. This 
can be acccmplished without affect- 
ing the eauities of participants in 
the present Managers Securities 
Company, it was announced. 

Early in 1927 the board of di- 
rectors, anticipating the termina- 
tion of tbe contract between 
General Moters and the original 
Managers Securities Company, 
and recognizing the constructive 
benefits that had accrued to Gen- 
eral Motors through the principle 
of management stock ownership, 
recommended to the stockholders

enough, stainless steel was at first rather expensive, and it} 
was used first in Germany for small articles such as table | 


cutlery. 

American manufacturers saw the possibilities of this 
metal for trimmings exposed to the weather, and today great 
quantities of stainless steel are being made under licenses 
jssued by the Krupp organization. In the beginning this 
metal was too expensive for use on most motor vehicles. The 
problem of American manufacturers was to put production 
on such a basis that the costs would be reduced to a place 
where the steel could be generally used. 
and stainless steel finds a place today on cars in the lower- 
price ranges. 

An interesting development in stainless metal has 
recently come into prominence in what is known as Alleghany 
metal. 
characteristics of the metal run right through the product. 
Jn other words, it is not a plate in any sense of the word and 
the finish cannot wear off because the stainless character- 
istics of the metal run right through the steel. Henry Ford 
is using this Alleghany metal on his vehicles, which means 


that its cost has been brought to a place where it is available | 


for cars in the lower-price ranges. This Alleghany metal, 
by the way, was first developed in Germany by manufactur- 
ers during the war, seeking a superhard product for use in 
relining big gun barrels. 

There is no question as to the future of stainless 
steel in this country, now that Yankee manufacturing 
genius has managed to place it on a mass production basis 
that will eventually make it available for use on all 
vehicles. 


Sneak Thievery 
UT in Detroit the Police Department probably has about 
as serious a job in dealing with automobile thefts as 
any similar body in the world. The experience of the Detroit 
department, therefore, is interesting. 


One of the facts broyght out by the Detroit police offi-_ 


tials as a result of their experience is that the theft of small 
articles left carelessly unprotected in parked cars is one 
of the most frequent forms of theft. The car owner who 
parks his vehicle and leaves it unlocked with pocketbook, 
golf clubs, bags or other easily appropriated property avail- 
able to the first light-fingered person who comes along is 
inviting theft. 
jn the lifting of such carelessly left property in parked cars 
runs into millions of dollars in the course of the year. 

At the present time automobile makers provide locks 
on the doors for this exact purpose. The Detroit police find

that thieves seldom break the glass to get at property left! 


in the car. The thieves very naturally prefer to take no such 


chances, when they can go around the corner and find a. 


car that has been parked without the slightest protection 
for the property left inside. 

Automobile dealers can perform a valuable service 
by impressing on their patrons the necessity of using the 
door locks that have been provided and thus insuring 
themselves against petty thefts, which in the aggregate 
are important.

ENRY J. MOHR so conducts 

the Allentown Auto Supply 
Company, 105 North 8th St., Al- 
lentown, Pa., that there is a min- 
imum of waste motion. There are 
no superfluous employees and no 
list of officers to draw salaries. 
He maintains no trucks and has 
no transportation department 
overhead. He uses no direct mail 
advertising except folders and en- 
velope stuffers supplied by the 
factories whose lines he carries. 
His employees make no installa- 
tions of equipment. 

In fact. everything is calculated 
to pursue to the nth degree the 
main idea of selling and to keep 
clear of all red tape that might 
tangle things up through an excess 
of inside system accompanied by 
insufficient outside footwork. 

Perhaps if Mr. Mohr’s business 
were heavily manned and he were 
attempting to cover a wider terri- 
tory he would readjust some of this 
“down to the bone” method, but as 
it is, he has been doing so well for a 
decade on his own compact basis 
that he is content to go ahead, 
make satisfied customers through 
;selling them the merchandise they 
|} want in the way they want it and 
earning a substantial profit. 

Mr. Mohr doesn’t hold back on 
offering a variety of lines; 
the contrary. He is carrying con- 
siderably more than a hundred and 
he has as wide a range of depart- 
ments as almost any large auto- 





motive supply wholesaler anywhere |

motive necessities, 
parts, shop equipment in both large 
and sinal] articles, Federal tires, 
which he has carried since his 
start; electrical merchandise, 
radio tubes and B batteries.

But some merchan- 
dise is brought back as unsatisfac- 
tory just because the salesman gave 
the buyer a right to expect too much 
from the purchase. The first step 
toward preventing returns is care

The customers must be 
how to use the purchase 
right, that it may be returned be- 
cause of a condition brought about 
by use, misuse or neglect—things for 
which the maker and the retailer 
should not be held responsible. 

Another preventive step is that 
taken by many stores in some lines 
and by some stores in most lines; 
that is, the inclusion with the mer- 
chandise of a printed slip telling 
how the goods should be handled 
and used. 

Some salespeople make the mis- 
take of using the return privilege as 
a selling argument, finding it easier 
to get a customer to take an article 
if assured, “Oh, you can bring it 
back if you decide you don’t want 
That is poor salesmanship and, 
like selling by offering a guarantee 
too freely, it costs money in the 
end, instead of making money. 

When the goods come back in too 
large numbers there is a_ reason, 
and the reason may not be the fault 
attributable to the merchandise. A 
little care in selling will save a lot 
of expensive reselling.

NEW tire manual has just been 
issued by the United States 
Rubber Company. which contains a 
mine of information regarding the 
sale. selection and_= servicing of 
proper tire equipment 

Particularly valuable information 
is furnished on up-to-date recom- 
mendations for the proper loading 
aad inflation which is vital to se- 
curing the maximum service from 
the tire. One of the valuable fea- 
tures of the book is that the in- 
formation is furnished in the form 
of easily understood tables and dia- 
grams Some of the information 
on load and service as well as other 
valuable data is quoted herewith: 

The diagi:am and article herewith, 
which is reproduced from the U. S 
Rubber Vompany’s Manual, illus- 
trates the effect of overloading on 
tec™ultimaie service of a pneumatic 
tire. For example: A tire will give 
100 per cent. or normal service if its 
rated carrying capacity is not ex- 
ceeded. Hovwever, if it is overloaded 
25 per cent. or carries 125 per cent 
rated capacity, it will give only 65 
per cent. normal service, etc.

Proper Loading and Inflation Vital 
To Maximum Tire Service and 
Economic Operation 


Overloading is even more destruc- 
tive to pneumatic truck and motor 
coach tires than to solids because 
of the less “solid” construction of 
the former type, says the manual. 

Heavy service pneumatic will give 
best service when loaded not to ex- 
ceed its scheduled capacity, pro- 
vided the recommended inflation 
pressure is maintained in the tire 
continuously 

Loading a pneumatic tire bevond 
its rated capacity causes excessive 
flexing of the sidewalls and distor- 
tion of the tread. even if the correct 
air pressure is maintained. Sooner 
or later this misuse results in broken 
fabric, rapid and spotty tread wear 
tread and ply separation and finally 
complete failure of the tire 

From an economic § standpoint 
overloading is extremely costly, for, 
while at first apparent profits may 
be seen with this practice. ultimate- 
lv these will be more than wiped out 
by greatly increased tire cost per 
ton mile

The smaller diagram herewith 
illustrates the effect of overload- 
ing on the ultimate service of a 
solid tire. For example: A tire will 
give 100 per cent. or normal service 
if its rated carrving capacity is not 
exceeded: however. if it is over- 
loaded 25 per cent.. or carries 125 
per cent. rated capacity, it will zive 
only 65 per cent. normal service. 

The relation between loads and 
service only is indicated on this 
diagram—showing the direct result 
of overloading. The total mileage 
obtainable is dependent also upon 
other operating conditions, such as 
speed, road surfaces, braking 
ment. etc. 

Overloading is by far the most 
prevalent and at the same time the 
most expensive truck evil existent 
in this type of service. Many truck 
operators seem to believe that be- 
cause a_ solid or hollow-center 
cushion tire has no large air 
cushion, and is of a more “solid” 
construction than the pneumatic 
tire. these tires can be loaded 
to almost no limit. The tallacy of 
this practice has already been 
proven by many large fleet owners. 
who now insist upon proper loading 
limits on their trucks, which has

tually supported by the air cushion 
contained within its tires—not by 
the rubber and fabric of which the 
tire is constructed. This fact is 
oftentimes demonstrated when a tire 
is driven flat, which quickly ruins it 

A tire is designed to carry a certain 
load at a speciried inflation pres- 
sure. When this pressure drops be- 
low that point the carrying capacity 
of the tire is reduced and the effect 
is the same as overloading it. In 
addition the increased flexing of the 
sidewalls and tread generate exces- 
sive heat, produce rapid and uneven 
tread wear, ply separation and 
finally premature failure of the en- 
tire casing. 

Air pressure is as important to a 
tire as oil is to the engine—its very 
life depends on it. And, while the 
lubrication of trucks and 
evaches is seldom neglected, proper

distribution of heavy materials, so 
that the bulk of the load is cen- 
tered over one or both rear tires 
or loads such as structural steel. 
iron pipe, lumber, ete., which pro- 
ject far out beyond the rear axle 
thereby overloading the rear tires 

A solid tire is designed to have 
certain deflection’ or flattening out 
under its rated load in order to pro- 
vide for proper cushioning and tread 
rubber distortion. If the rated load 
carrying capacity of the tire is ex- 
ceeded, excessive deflection and dis- 
tortion take place. The very life of 
the tire is crushed out and prema- 
ture failure results. It is not nec- 
essary to continuously overload a 
tire to destroy it, as one excessive 
load may do it.

Determining the Economy of 
Oversizing 


In some cases it may be 
tain whether it would be 
econcmical to continue the use of 
the present size tires on a given 
vehicle or to change to an oversize. 
For exampie: A truck now equipped 
with 36 by 8 tires has a load of 
4,000 pounds per tire, which is 400 
pounds, or about 11 per cent., in 
excess of the 3.600 pounds carrying 
capacity of this tire. That the 
tire is overloaded about 11 per cent. 

The carrying capacity of the 
oversize (38 by 9) is 4,500 pounds, or 
300 pounds in excess of the 4,000- 
pound load per tire. In other words, 
if the truck were equipped with the 
38 by 9 size, the tires would be 
underloaded 500 pounds (4,500 
pounds-4,000 pounds) or approxi- 
mately 11 per cent. 

Now, the question is whether the 
ultimate tire cost would be less if 
the present size were used, or the 
oversize. 

This can be readily determined 
by referring to the accompanying 
chart for high-pressure tires. This 
chart shows the relation between 
load and service. The vertical lines 
indicate load carried in pounds. 
The horizontal lines indicate the 
percentage of service obtainable 
with the various underloads and 
overloads, the heavy line indicating 
100 per cent. or normal. One 
hundred per cent. service is the 
normal expectancy of service or 
mileage of a tire under given oper- 
ating concitions. In one case this 
may be 12.000 miles and in another 
it mignt be 18,000 miles. 

Thus, by following the vertical | 
load line at the rated load for any 
given size to where it intersects’ the’ 
curve of the size under considera- 
tion and horizontal service line, it is 
seen that 100 per cent. service is 
obtained. Again assuming, for ex- 
ample, a continuous overload of 50 
per cent. we find by following the 
same procedure that a decrease of 
55 per cent. from a normal service 
could be expected. Now assuming 
a continuous underload of only 10 
per cent. it is found that where the | 
vertical and horizontal lines inter- 
sect on the curve, an increase of 24! 
per cent. over normal service could 
be expected. 

_ Applying this method to the case 
in question we find that with the 
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Load and Service Diagram — Pneumatic Tires 
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overload of 11 per cent. using 36x8, 
the service received would be 17 per 
cent. below normal. With an un- 
derload of 11 per cent. using 38x9 
the service obtained would be 27 
per cent. above normal. 

From this it is seen that the 38x9 
would give 44 per cent. (127 per 
cent.-83 per cent.) more service 
than the 36x8. If the differetice in 
price between the 36x8 and 38x9 is 
less than 44 per cent., it would be 
more economical to use the 38x9. 
since the ultimate cost per tire mile 
would be lower. On the other nand 
if the differential is higher than 44 
per cent.. it would be cheaper to 
continue on the 36x8 size. 

It should be kept in mind, how- 
ever, that these charts indicate the 
relation between load and service 
only. The total mileage obtainable 
is dependent also upon other operat- 
ing conditions. such as speed, road 
surfaces, braking, alignment, infla- 
tion. proper repairs, etc.
